Elba City Council Vows To Fight Proposed Closing Of Railroad 


The Elba City Council committed 
itself to cover the legal cost of 
continuing the fight for existing 
railroad service to Elba. Mayor Bob 
English announced publicly the 
compliance with the council's 
previous request that City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan secure an estimate on 
the cost of engaging a Washington, 
D.C. law firm to represent the city's 
interest in this matter. English said 
a firm with experience in these 
matters had been contacted, and it 


would cost from $10,000 to $20,000 
in fees to challenge the closing 
action. The wide variation is due to 
an unknown amount of legal work 
the challenge will require, once 
Started. 

Council members voiced concern 
over the cost, questioned if it was of 
any use. but -ach member present 
voted to make the effort as long as 
there was a single ray of hope for 
success. Mayor English estimated 
that closing the branch line to Elba 


would cause about 75 workers to 
move from west Coffee County or be 
unemployed. He said that errors in 
the information presented to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
(ICC) by Seaboard Railroad would be 
the basis for appealing the original 


ICC order allowing the closing 
without a public hearing. 
English told council members 


about taking the initiative to file the 
first necessary papers to start the 
appeal process on Monday of this 


week at a cost of about $500. but no 
further action would be taken unless 
the council approved. After getting 
the unanimous consent of the 
council, English said he would 
authorize the city attorney to proceed 
immediately. 

Elba Police Chief John White told 
council! members Tuesday night that 
animal control continued to be the 
most pressing project of his depart- 
ment According to White. an 
aversve of 25 stray animals a week 


D.A. Proposes Expansion Of Enterprise 
Courthouse To Add Office Complex 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
September 10, at the courthouse in 
Elba and heard District Attorney 
Joel Folmar propose construction of 
an addition to the Enterprise court- 
house to house the district attorney's 
offices and give the sheriff's depart- 
ment extra room. 

According to Folmar, the 
addition could join the rear of the 
courthouse and could later be 
expanded to include a second floor. 
The cost of construction would 
reportedly be paid by the county's 
share of the fee charged in the new 
“Hot Check Program’’ and the rent 
now paid for offices to-house the 
district attorney. 

Under the new ‘“‘Hot Check 
Program’, an individual issuing a 
worthless check would be allowed to 
make restitution out of court and 
avoid having a criminal record. The 
D.A.’s office will implement the 
program and receive a $40 fee, of 
which 3S percent will remain in the 
county. This amount, added to the 
rent now paid ($350 a month) would 
be used to finance construction. 

The addition of a third judge in 
this circuit has necessitated hiring an 
additional man,"’ stated Folmar, 
‘and he needs an office. He is now 
using my office in Enterprise, and I 


don't have one. The new Hot Check 
program will bring in approximately 
$9,000 to the county, and by adding 
$4200 in rent, the county could save - 
and you can see it would pay for the 
building in only a matter of years.’’ 

Folmar recommended the use of 
inmate labor to help cut construction 
costs and asked the commission for 
an answer by October 1. 

Probate Judge Marion Brunson 
said, ‘I think it is an outstanding 
way to improve the courthouse at no 
expense to the taxpayers.’’ 
However, the commission discussed 
the proposal and stated a lot of 


questions needed to be answered 
i t 


prior to making a commitment. 

The commission instructed Judge 
Brunson to meet with the county 
maintenance supervisor and an 
architect and report back with a cost 
estimate at the next meeting. 


The meeting began at 9 a.m., 
with the first order of business being 
the opening of various bids. 

Wiregrass 
pany was the low bidder on resur- 
facing County Road 25 with ‘G 
treatment"’. The bid of $43,111.37 
was accepted over the bid of 
$44,985.78 from Hooper, Inc. 

Proposals on health insurance 
were discussed, with Blue Cross - 


Construction Com- . 


Blue Shield and a policy offered by 
the Association of County 
Commissions of Alabama being the 
only proposals received. Action on 
the proposals was tabled until 
September 24. 

Four bids were received on four 
flat-beds for trucks, with J.B. Mills 
Welding getting the contract with a 
bid of $2,431.44. Oth.r bids were 
$4800 from Enteprise Machine Shop; 
$3000 from Charles Hurd Welding 
and $5400 from Dixie Ford. 

Three firms bid on furniture for 
the Elba courtroom, which will soon 
be divided into two courtrooms, and 
the coremission awarded the contract 
to Enterprise Office Supply, pending 
state approval. Also bidding were 
Kyzer Company, and Roberts and 
Sons. The bids were on 30 jury and 
witness chairs, two clerk chairs, 48 
wood chairs, two judge’s chairs and 
two court reporters’ chairs. 

Low bidder on twelve 16-foot 
benches and five 14-foot benches for 
the courtrooms was King Furniture 
Manufacturing, and the bid was 
accepted pending state approval. 
Also bidding was Nemus Manu- 
facturing. 

No bids were received on a public 
address system for the courtrooms. 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 


***was told the paint striper would 
be in soon and agreed to send out 
bids on paint; 

*“**told county engineer Frank 
Charlton to delay adding an 
employee to the engineering depart- 
ment until after October 1; 

***voted to send out bids on pest 
control service for all county 
buildings; 

***appointed commissioners Billy 
Eagerton and Eugene Bradley to 
Serve on the Budget Committee; 
***was told new furniture would be 
installed this week at the Enterprise 
courtrooms; 

***was told work on a gully on Bell 
Mi) Road would begin svon; 
***agreed flags should be placed at 
all polling places on election day; 
***was told the grand jury gave an 
excellent report on the condition of 
county buildings; 

***was told the county would receive 
$4,215.95 in ABC funds in February, 
1985; 

***approved moving the Veterans 
Service Office to the courthouse 
annex in Elba to make room for the 
new circuit judge;

13 at the Farm Center in New 
Brockton; and

September Is Child Support Month In Alabama 


Governor George Wallace has 
proclaimed September Child Support 
Month in Alabama. 


Ron Smith, director of the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions and 
Security, says the governor's action 
calls attention to the obligations of 
absent parents to support their 
children. 

In Alabama, county offices of the 
Department of Pensions and Security 
administer the state's child support 
enforcement program. In doing so, 
the department works closely with 


prosecutors and courts. 

“Only a small percentage of 
parents who owe support actually 
make the payments,’ said Smith. 
“This is a primary reason why so 
many women with children live in 
poverty. In most cases, it is the 
father who is the absent parent, but 
our department also makes every 
attempt to collect support from 
mothers when they are living away 
from their children.’’ 

The largest group of whom the 
Department of Pension and Security 
collects child support are families 


receiving welfare benefits through 
the Aid to Dependent Children 
program. The child support collected 
under those circumstances helps to 
offset the cost of the ADC program, 
which provides small monthly 
payments to about 300 families in 
Coffee County. 

We also provide child support 
services to families that don't quality 
for welfare benefits,’ said the 
director. ‘‘We assist in identifying 
fathers of children born out of 
wedlock, in locating absent parents 
and in working with prosecutors and

that don’t receive welfare, he said, 
goes directly to the family, not to the 
state. There are new state and 
federal laws that promise to 
strengthen enforcement of child 
support obligations, both for families 
who qualify for welfare and families 
who don’t. 

An important new law allows 
courts to order employers to deduct 
child support obligations from wages 
if the parent gets 30 days behind in 
making payments. The income with- 
holding law, Smith said, is much 
stronger than garnishment because 
it applies not only to past debts but 
to future obligations as well. The 
child support continues to be taken 
out of the parent's wages as long as 
the support obligation exists. 

In recognition of Child Support 
Month, county officiais of the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, along with prosecutors and 
other law enforcement officals, are 
participating in a special campaign 
during September, Project Pay-Up, 
as it is called, involves a variety of 
activities across the state to 
emphasize child support obligations 
and enforce payment of support, 

‘People owe it to their children 
to pay support,’’ said Smith. ‘When 
parents don’t pay, their children 
suffer, Often the family ends up on 
welfare, with the taxpayer footing 
the bill.”’ 

For the quarter ending June 30, 
1984 Coffee County collected 
$23,155.74, This figure represents 
544 ADC children that were helped 
through the child support program.

LEARN TO BELIEVE 

In the ninth chapter of St. Mark 
we have the record of the failure of 
the disciples of Jesus to heal a young 
boy brought to them by his father. 
As I think about that incident, I can 
imagine the discouragement of that 
father upon learning that the 
disciples could not heal his son. No 
doubt this man had heard of the 
miracles of Jesus and he had great 
hopes that his son could be healed by 
the dedicated followers of the Master 
Healer. 

I can imagine this man turning 
sadly away, disappointed and with 
fading hope, when suddenly Jesus 
appears on the scene. Jesus 
acquainted Himself with the situa- 
tion and then said to the man, ‘‘If 
thou canst believe. all things are 
possible to him that believeth.” 

Now this man considered himself 
a believer, but he recognized his 
weakness and realized that he 
needed to believe more. He eagerly 
replied, ‘‘Lord. I believe, help Thou 
my unbelief.” 

Jesus was asking that father 
about his faith almost two thousand 
years ago, but Jesus is likewise 
speaking to each of us today. To the 
defeated, the anxious. the troubled, 
to those who are worried or afraid, 
Jesus is saying, ‘If you can believe. 
_.** He teaches that it is possible 
for us to succeed, to overcome, if we 
will only learn to believe. 

This principle works in other 
places too, and has been preven time 
and again. One of the greatest 
football coaches of all time was 
Knute Rockne.

the word “impossible” from our 
vocabulary. Notice. Jesus said that 
all things were possible. We should 
make a note sometime of the 
negative thoughts we have. then we 
should make an earnest effort to 
reduce the number of times we think 
or say a thing cannot be done. There 
is a little chorus we would do well to 
hum or sing over and over again: 
“Only believe. only believe, all 
things are possible. only believe.” 

When we begin to rid ourselves 
of negative attitudes, we will begin 
more and more to think and to say, 
“Lord, I believe.”

Tigers thump Geneva 


The Elba Tigers pulled out to a 
20-0 third quarter lead and held on to 
defeat the Geneva Panthers 20-14 
last Friday night in Geneva.

Some bag it 
because they want contro] over the 
quality and quanity of what they eat, 
cut cost, save time, or to control 
calories. 

With nutrition experts 
recommending that lunch make up 
one-third of our daily nutritional 
quota, it’s clear that what goes into 
the brown bag is important. 

Two slices of mixed-grain bread, 
used to package favorite sandwich 
fillings, supply inportant nutrients, 
including carbohydrates, protein, 
B-vitamins, iron, minerals - all of 
this with only 70 calories per slice.

SAVE VEGETABLE STOCK 

When you cook vegetables, what- 
ever method you use, there is usually 
some liquid left in the boiler.

amount when you need only a small 


amount. 

An ideal way is to freeze the stock 
in ice cube trays. Transfer the frozen 
cubes to a plastic bag and put them 
in the freezer. You can easily 
remove a cube or two when making 
soup.

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CHECK NOW 

Now is a good time to begin 
checking peanut fields for nematode 
damage. In fact, fields which will be 
planted to peanuts in 1985 should be 
checked during the next six weeks. 
The best time to check a corn field 
which will be in peanuts next year is 
August through October. A peanut 
field which appears to be infested 
with nematodes should also be 
checked. If it is heavily infested, you 
can treat this field before peanuts 
are planted there again. 

One of Auburn's pathologists 
pointed out sometime back that 
nematodes are ‘‘silent stealers.” 
They do their damage quietly and 
underground, and they do this both 
night and day. Sometimes their 
damage goes unnoticed, but they can 
still be costing 100 pounds or so of 
peanuts per acre. : 

Top peanut growers are staying 
up with nematodes, and they know 
those fields where losses are occur- 
ing. Keep a record on your fields. 
Send samples to the nematode 
laboratory at Auburn to get an 
accurate disgnosis on the numbers 
and types of nematodes. 


SOYBEANS 

I checked a soybean field this 
week which belongs to John Henry 
Day. The field is located in the 
Damascus Community. Several days 
ago this field had a moderate 
number of worms. However, each 
day the numbers declined and Day 
got by without having to spary. This 
is true in a lot of fields, Just because 
there are worms doesn’t mean you 
have to go out and spary them. Many 
times the worms will simply run their 
course and disappear. You save 
money when you don't have to spary. 

From pod set to maturity is the 
critical time for soybean insect 
control, Fields should be checked on 
a weekly basis. Shake a three Ft. 
section of plants over the middle of 
the row. Many growers use a 3-ft. 
square drop cloth which they place 
on the ground in the middle. This 
makes counting easier. 


ROSES

RATTLESNAKES 
We are entering the rattlesnake 
season in Coffee County! I was

reminded ot this when I was driving 
on the Ft. Rucker reservation a few 
days ago and saw a sign which said, 
“Careful! Rattlesnake Crossing.” 

I see more rattlesnakes from 
mid-August until mid-September in 
Coffee County than all of the rest of 
the months combined. At this time 
of the year snakes appear to be 
larger and fatter than at any other 
time. 

A rattlesnake will come right up 
on your lawn and one your concrete 
driveway. Don't ask me why they do 
this at this time of the year, but it is a 
time for caution. If you go out at 
night, use a flash light. Be careful as 
you move into tall grass around your 
property. Don't stick your hands 
into a rock or brick pile or under- 
neath lumber. 


CAUTION 

Attention all Coffee Countians! 
The harvest season for corn has 
already begun. Trucks, tractors, and 
farm trailers are on the road in 
increasing numbers. Many of these 
farm vehicles do not have direction 
signals or lights. These vehicles can 
turn off the road into a field at any 
place. They don’t necessarily follow 
roads. So be extra careful as you are 
meeting and passing these farm 
vehicles. 

School is also starting this week. 
Be extra careful as you approach 
school buses. Care must be taken in 
driving these days not only because 
school is opening, but also because 
there is a lot of activity, especially in 
the rural areas. 

It is a time for caution! Review 
safety plans with your fam‘ly. 


Investing In 


Woodland 


Hy: Gary L. Hollon 
Soil Conservationist 

Forestry is a good investment 
according to Jerry Johnson, Forester 
with the Soil Conservation Service. 
He said, “‘investing in forestry is 
better than an IRA.”’ In comparing 
wood production to other types of 
farming Mr. Johnson said, ‘you 
don't have to worry about the 
weather and you don’t have to feed 
the trees everyday.”’ 

At a meeting in Troy recently Mr. 
Johnson presented _ statistics 
showing an 18.3 percent return on 
loblolly pines ys. a 7 percent return 
on stocks during the same time 
There are also tax 
advantages when growing trees. 
Public Law 96-451 permits up to 
$10,000 of capital reforestration 
costs each year to be amortized over 
a seven year period, 

In addition to the benefits of tax 
breaks, growers are now able to 
produce the finished product sooner, 
Genetic improvement of species has 
caused a 15 percent increase in the 
growth rate of trees and saw mills 
are adapting their operations to 
smaller trees, It takes 20-35 years to 
produce a 12-14"’ diameter tree 
today whereas it took much longer 
before. Due to faster growing trees, 
producers are able to thin earlier 


which generates cash flow. ‘Ten ' 


years after planting, landowners 
should see some return on their 
investment,’’ declared Johnson. He 
also asserted, “‘there is no better 
way to save soil than to plant trees."’ 

For those who are interested in 
planting trees this year the Alabama 
Forestry Commission is taking 
orders for trees now. The Soil 
Conservation offers technical 
assistance in woodland planning and 
conversion of cropland = or 
pastureland in woodland, Call 894.
